Claim Objections 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution.

Regarding independent claims 1 and 12, prior art of record fails to show or 
reasonably suggest: simulcasting (simultaneously broadcasting) the same content with 
different packet sizes in consideration with the claim as a whole, as captured in claim 1 
as: 

"simulcasting said multimedia streams using packets of a second defined packet 
size, said second defined packet size adapted to be processed by one or more legacy 
multimedia receivers," 

and claim 12 as: 

"simulcasting one or more streams in which said multimedia content contained in 
said plurality of PID packets is not combined into a single packet of said specified size."
